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Mr. Reynolds States a New Rule 


When Atty. Gen. John W. Reynolds 


fold the board of regents of state colleges 
last week he will not represent any 
state colleges or the university in any case 
where the facts indicate academic freedom 
is being violated, he stirred up a contro- 
versy which already has echoed in the legis- 
lature and may go much further before it 
is settled. 


The statement came as the regents 


were about to ask the attorney general's 
help in getting a review of a decision by 
the supreme court The court ordered the 
regents to reinstate Dr. George Ball as a 
teacher at Superior State college or grant 
him a new hearing. 


The Ball case has been reviewed again 


and again in the news columns. He had 
been charged with inefficiency and bad 
behavior* by President Jim Dan Hill, of the 
college, and the president had been sup- 
ported in discharging him by the regents. 


The supreme court was divided, 4 to 3, 


oa the decision and the board was encour- 
aged to seek a review of the case, particu- 
larly since the regents found what they 
believed to be misstatements of fact in the 
majority opinion. The alleged misstate- 
ments were that the witnesses for Ball had 
been accorded different treatment from 
those for Hill and that Hill was present 
when some of the witnesses were quizzed 
by the regents. 


The regents thought it important to cor- 


rect those misstatements. but Reynolds was 
not impressed. He advised the board to 
comply with the court order and be laid 
down his policy for the future in these 
words; "In those cases where academic free- 
dom, in my judgment, is being violated, I 
shall notify'the governor so that the school 
involved may obtain special counsel and the 
attorney general's office will enter those 
cases as a friend of the court on the side of 
academic freedom. I could not in good 
conscience do otherwise." 


The Post-Crescent has no interest in 


deciding the guilt or the innocence of Dr. 
Ball or of any other state employe who now 
or later may be in a similar situation. But 
it is interested, as even-one in the state 
must be, in the agencies which are charged 


with seeing that justice is done. The attor- 
ney general's office is one of those agen- 
cies, and the attorney general's statement 
has opened many questions which should 
be answered. 


Is the attorney general required to give 


legal assistance to state boards and com- 
missions? If so, is it to all such boards or 
only to those acting in line with the attor- 
ney general's personal ideas of propriety? 
Is it his duty to make the policy of all such 
boards conform with his own ideas? If 
Reynolds cannot act "in good conscience" 
does he think it proper to hire an attorney 
with a "bad conscience" to handle the 
case? 


Is the state to be put in the position of 


supporting the state's legal office in a fight 
on one side of a case while at the same 
tune hiring lawyers to take the other side? 
If all of those notions win the approval of 
the legislature (which prescribes the duties 
of the attorney general) how is Reynolds 
going to decide on which side of the case 
academic freedom lies? Will that determi- 
nation not be the reason for going to court 
in the first place in many cases? 


The lawyers and the judge are having a 


field day with this case. We have a feeling 
that some of them are trying to make po- 
litical headway by their stands. If so. it is 
the wrong thing to do. Everybody we 
know is in favor of academic freedom, and 
many people, including those on the board 
of regents, have as strong a feeling on 
this matter as does the attorney general. 


But academic freedom and its abuse 


are as important to the pupils as they are 
to the teachers. A reader recently asked 
us to review this case. Noting that Ball 
had been fired for inefficiency, he asked, 
"Do our laws sacrifice our pupils for such 
a teacher?" That's a good question. Those 
who are charged with the duty of deciding 
this matter should remember that it is in- 
deed important that any teacher in Ball's 
position has a fair trial but they should 
also remember that it is equally important, 
perhaps more important, that we do not 
load our schools with inefficient teachers 
because we are acting for political or emo- 
tional reasons. 


Discrimination the Quiet Way 


The Soviet Union makes a practice of 


pointing to discrimination by race, color or 
creed in other countries. Several years ago 
it signed with a flourish the United Na- 
tions Genocide convention. But behind the 
loud self-praise there is a veritable dun- 
geon full of dirty deeds. The treatment of 
the Jews in Russia in recent years is a case 
hi point 


When Israel became a nation in 1947, 


the Soviet Union supported the United Na- 
tions resolution creating the new nation 
and recognized its government diplomat- 
ically. Until then, authorities in Russia had 
insisted that the idea of a Jewish state was 
an imperialistic design, so something had 
to be done to explain away the discrepan- 
cies. I. A. Genin published in 1948 The 
Palestine Problem. He quoted 
Andrei 


Gromyko on the necessity for establish- 
ment of Israel, and belabored the "seven 
armed Arab countries united by the Arab 
League" which deplorably attempted to 
"annihilate the Jewish state ..." 


But then someone in the Kremlin must 


have realized what a potent force for 
prospective Communist dupes were the dis- 
organized people in the Middle East, cast- 
ing off the chains of colonialism with little 
to replace them for stability. Systematic 
discrimination against the state of Israel 
and the three million Jews within Russia 
began. These never took the form of earlier 
hideous pogroms or were as loudly done as 
Hitler's attempt to wipe out the Jewish 
people, but the results are significant. 


In the 1930's there were 1.500 Yiddish 


schools with about 150.000 pupiK Today 
there are none, and neither Jewish history 
nor culture is permitted to be taught. The 
quota of Jews admitted to Russian universi- 


ties is considerably lower than under the 
czars. In the 1930's there were 20 Yiddish 
newspapers, a dozen Jewish theaters, 
honored authors, actors, scientists and gov- 
ernment officials among Jews. Today there 
is one Yiddish weekly published in the 
Jewish state of Birobidzhan, but banned in 
Moscow. There is no Jewish publishing 
house or theater and Jews have been eased 
out of the government so that only two re- 
main on the central committee. The Rus- 
sian Bible was printed in 1926 and the 
Koran in 1958. but the Hebrew Bible has 
not been printed since the Revolution. 


The height of discrimination and the 


search for scapegoats occurred in the al- 
leged plot of Jewish doctors against Stalin. 
Although it was later repudiated as a fake, 
some 500 Jewish intellectuals disappeared 
and their leaders, as well as the doctors, 
were executed. The charges emphasized 
the attempt of the group to create a Jew- 
ish state in the Crimea as "a war base 
against the Soviet Union" and at the be- 
quest of the "Jewish American Joint Dis- 
tribution committee." 


The purges and propaganda gave the 


Russians a weapon to use in their wooing 
of the Arabs! Their 1958 version of the 
war between Israel and the Arabs insists 
that "the military failures of the coura- 
geously embattled Arabs were the result 
of transitory historical circumstance and 
the absence, among the Arabs, of unity of 
aim and action."' One wonders what be- 
came of apologist Genin. 


The Soviet Union now pressures in 


Iraq. Syria. Egypt. Aden and everywhere 
else where the Arabs are looking for lead- 
ership to supply that '-unity of aim and 
action."' But the -Tews in Russia especially 
are paying the price.

HOW IT GOES 


These reflections are in- 


spired in part by the goings- 
on at the recent Farm and 
Home Week activities at the 
University of Wisconsin col- 
lege of agriculture. Several 
times the professors at the 
college in their speeches 
mentioned the probability of 
proposals for laws to control 
the retail price of fluid milk 
and cream. 


Some of the farm editors 


who attended these sessions 
dutifully reported, with a 
good deal of emphasis, what 
the professors said. 


The impression went out 


that Wisconsin is about to 
write a new law — that will 
affect every consumer and 
every producer of milk. 


Now it is possible that Wis- 


consin is about to do pre- 
cisely that. But it is not very- 
likely. The news is not in the 
presentation of a bill. The 
news is in the spirit and the 
attitude of a legislature. And 
if the present Wisconsin leg- 
islature is about to do such 
an extraordinary thing, then 
e v e r y legislative reporter 
has been asleep at his job. 


The point is that anybody, 


virtually anybody, can intro- 
duce a bill in the Wisconsin 
legislature. The introduction 
of a bill is not necessarily 
news — some impressionable 
news editors to the contrary. 
Your Uncle William can get 
his favorite prejudice or hob- 
by horse introduced into the 
legislature — if he can rai>e 
the price of a ticket to Madi- 
son and knows the name of 
his county's representative 
here. In almost every case. 
a constituent can ask that as 
a favor of his representative.

He 
was formerly ambassador to 
France, also speaks French 
fiuentiy and has an excellent 
diplomatic and e c o n o m i c 
background. 


There's a fourth name which 


comes up again and again in 
the conversations here about a 
cossible successor to Dulles. 
It's that of Thomas E. Dewey. 
former governor of New York 
state and twice the presiden- 
tial candidate of the Repub- 
lican party. He helped Eisen- 
hower sot his first nominal ion 
in 1P52. and he helped Vice 
President Nixon to win renom- 
ination in 19-T6 over Harold 
Stassrrfs rebellion.

Watson clearly wants the 


initiative to come from the 
citizens imolved who can be 
more effective in dealing w ith 
the legislature. 


The state education office 


provides some data on the 
abundance 
of 
tiny 
high 


schools in the state. Last year 
there were nine with fewer 
than 50 students, 13 with 50 to 
75, 35 with 50 to 100, 35 with 
100 to 125 and 34 with 125 
to 150. Ideally, the depart- 
ment believes a high school 
should have at least 150. 


Cost Figures 


Watson goes on to relate 


that of the 126 present schools 
with less than 150 enrolled, 
112 have no instruction in a 
foreign language, 36 have no 
work in agriculture, 23 have 
no work in home economics, 
and 42 have no course in in- 
dustrial arts. 


Yet when the cost figures 


are examined, the compari- 
son is reversed. The smallest 
schools are the most expen- 
sive. Those with fewer than 
50 students operated last year 
at a cost of §569 per student, 
for example.

A partner 
or individual proprietor is 
automatically outside the new 
rules because he isn't an em- 
ploye. And although U\e own- 
er-officer of a closely held cor- 


1 poration is an employe and 
thus conies within the new ex- 
pense account rules, they don't 
do him too much good, be- 
cause when a closely-held cor- 
poration's return is examined, 
the treasury practice is to ex- 
amine • the owner's return at 
the same time. 


The corporation's 
deduc-' 


tions for amounts paid to its 
stockholder-officer are sub- 
ject to especially careful scru- 
tiny and the agents insist on 
proof acceptable to them. And 
if a corporation's deduction is 


'disallowed, this will result in 
a double tax on that money — 
once to the corporation, then 
to the owner who must include 
the money advanced in his in- 
come. 


One warning: While the new 


rules make the expense ac- 
count a major fringe benefit 
for many executives, the top 
treasury brass has warned of 
a crackdown if widespread, 
flagrant abuses are found. But 
it's hard to see how the treas- 
ury can even find these under 
the new rules.
